The Claim- 
ant got , up and followed the officer, biit 
when ho got to his cell door ho gave a 
start, for outside on the landing was 
plated a three legged stool, aiid be- 
hind it stood the barber, with rollod- 
up sleeves, comb and scissors in hand. 



all my time." He took his seat on the 
stool, and r-uffured without murmur the 
loss of every lock, aiul beyond a slight 
tremor of the uppor lip there was.

At 7 o'clock on Wednesday morning 
tho battery camp having completed 14 
daj-s under canvas, tents were struck and 
the men marched back tp^tho -.drill shed, 
where, kits liaving been first' opened 
and inspected, they were dis- 
missed. At 7 o'clock in tho evening 
the non-commissioned olHcers and gun- 
ners of tho battery were entertained, at 
dinner at the mess shed — which with the 
kitchen and the oiHcers' moss tent had 
been left for tho purpoaerr-I^ the oiHcors 
of tho batteiy. The table was tastefully 
laid and sumptuously supplied. Mr. Jus- 
tice Gray, who holds the retired rank of 
Lieut. -Colonel of tho militia of Canada, 
was seated on tho right of Capt. Dupont, 
and Lieut. -Col. Houghton, D. A. 'Zr., on 
tho left. About 40 of the men sat down, 
tho officers of tho battery being inter- 
spei-sed amongst them. In due course 
Capt. Dupont proijosed "Tho Queen," 
which was drank standing, thrco ringing 
checi-s following tlio National Anthoin. 
Tho Governor-General and the Princess 
Louise was the second toast, and in pro- 
posing tho same Capt. Dupont referred 
to theur extreme popularity- in.Oanadaj to 
tho possibility of a visit to ' this province 
from those illustrious personages and tho 
likelihood, in such an event, of the bat- 
tery not only having to firo 21 guns, but 
to furnish a guard of honor during their 
stay. In proposing tho third regular 
toast, " The Army and Navy," Capt. Du- 
pont com[)limented the. men upon tho 
patient, zealous' and soldrorly spirit 
they had displayed, not only making tl^e 
duties of tlie oflicors so much tho more 
pleasurable, but so greatly promoting 
their (the men's) comfort and tho efiiciency 
of the battery. Ho had, as was his duty, 
exacted obedicuco and discipline and had 
found no trouble in doing so, tliey being 
readily accorded. He thanked tho offieei-s 
for their careful attention to their duties 
and the non-commissioned officers for the 
manner in which they had lllled their 
important and responsible positions. The 
long hours the men had been obliged to 
keep had boon very trying and fatiguing, 
and he hoped that at the next^carop - eai.- 
ployors would, as was done'in the other' 
provinces, give their cmployi<3 leave of 
absence. 

Mr. Justice Gray then eloquently ad- 
dressed tho men, calUng^otheir attention 
to tho fact that order and.disciplino wore 
essentials to success inrov^rjrwalk in life, 
and that not onlyiliad they ''discharged a 
duty, but had also henelitted by attending 
this camp in the system nnd order they 
had learned and obeyed. He rofei-red to 
tho importance of a battery at this place 
as an auxiliary force to Her Majesty's 
navy, and stated that while they might 
bo sure England would never desert them, 
yet England expected and had called upon 
Canada to prepare to aid very materially 
in her own defence. Ho thought tlie efTcct 
of this camp would bo to promote greatly 
a better appreciation of this briinch of her 
Majesty's army in British Columbia. 

Lieut. -Colonel Houghton followed high- 
ly complimenting Oapt; Dupont and tlie 
oBicers and men for their soldierly bear- 
ing. The "liidids" were proposed and 
dnvnk with much enthusiasm, especially 
those who had furnished so many good 
things from timo to timo to tho camp. 
Volunteer toasts followed until 9.30 p.m. 
whenCapt, Dupont reminded the men that 
they had all. great arrears of sleep to mako 
up atid that'as.'thia was.th6 hour of tattoo 
when all strangers had to leiive tho camp, 
called upon thorn to givo three cheers for 
tho Queen, which being heartily given tho 
camp broke up.
